THE ONE TREE CHURCH 


In the year 1852 the Baptists among 
the settlers along Santa Rosa creek, 
up the peninsula north of San Fran­ 
cisco on the California coast, deter* 
mined to have religion, organized a 
meeting house—services being held at 
the ranch home of one of the mem­ 
bers. 
The good folks flocked to the 
meetings In such numbers that the 
house In which the ««»rvlces were held 
soon became too small. 
As no uior«* commodious structure 
was available, services were later con­ 
ducted under the protecting shelter of 
a large oak tree 
Thus, after a fash­ 
ion, 
increased 
apace which proved 
highly 
unsatisfactory 
when 
the 
weather was Inclement, was provided. 
It Is recorded that some claimed this 
tree edifice was “open to both winter 
storms and summer cows." 
Accordingly, iu 1878, the congrega­ 
tion felt justified In assuming the ex­ 
pense of constructing a new meeting 
house in the village <>f Santa Rosa. A 
giant redwood tree which stood In the 
valley of a nearby river was selected 
to supply the lumber from which to 
build the new house of worship. 
Commenting on

8anta Rosu Republican recently print­ 
ed the following: 
“It Is true that the 
story of this church building runs 
only a half a century, but it Is equal- i 
ly true fhnt when Jesus was born In j 
Bethlehem of Judea the tree which j 
furnished material for lids church was j 
n promising young redwood." 
This 
monstrous tree was 18 feet in diameter 
and produced 78,000 board feet of j 
lumber. 
1’art of tla* top, damaged In 
falling, was made into shingles. 
The felled tree, cut Into logs, was 
sawed into lumber, transported r«» Hie 
site and the church duly erected, and. \ 
In the words «if Its pastor, it came to j 
pass that “the honor of having a 
meeting house built from a single tree i 
was given to a people who have al- | 
ways been among the leaders In ad- 1 
vaneing the Kingdom of God.” 
The complete building, from foun­ 
dation to roof but not Including the 
floor, however, was built from the 
product of one massive member of the 
forest. 
And, lest you gain an errone­ 
ous Impression concerning the size of 
this religious edifice, let me tell you 
that the main auditorium measures 
approximately 40 by 00 feet.

Lessen Cost of Feeding 
Numerous experiments have proven 
that pasture will greatly lessen the 
cost j>**r hundred pounds of raising 
hogs over dry-lot feeding. 
Not only 
will grow faster and make cheap­ 
er gains, but they will be health­ 
ier and will n-'t so easily fail vic­ 
tim to many diseases to which hog 
llesh is heir. 
The hog Is a natural grazing animal, 
as is the cow. and It should be treated 
as such. Alfalfa, clover and blue grass 
utake the best permanent pastures, 
kbout 20 hogs can be allowed per acre 
though they must he ringed so they 
will not destroy It by rooting. 
Tem­ 
porary forage crops which will give 
fine results are rape, sudan grass, 
soy beans, even growing oats, if noth­ 
ing better can be had. 
White liogs 
are sometime* liable to sunburn In 
rape pasture. 
While they are on pasture they 
must be given other feed, however, for 
the pasture only serves to supplement 
this feed. 
Hogs should be fed corn 
and tankage In self-feeders at all 
times with plenty of fresh wuter.

THE ONE-TREE CHURCH . 


In the year 1852 the Baptists among 
the settlers along Santa Rosa creek, 
up the peninsula north of San Fran­ 
cisco on the California coast, deter­ 
mined to have religion, organized a 
meeting house—services being held at 
the ranch home of one of the mem­ 
bers. 
The good folks flocked to the 
meetings In such numbers that the 
house In which the s«»rvlceg were held 
soon became too small. 
As no more commodious structure 
was available, services were later con­ 
ducted under the protecting shelter of 
a large oak tree 
Thus, after a fash­ 
ion, Increased space which proved 
highly 
unsatisfactory 
when 
the 
weather was inclement, was provided. 
It is recorded that some claimed this 
tree edifice was “open to both winter 
storms and summer cows.” 
Accordingly, iu 1^73, the congrega­ 
tion felt Justified lu assuming the ex­ 
pense of constructing a new meeting 
house in the village of Santa Rosa. A

▼alley of a nearby river was selected 
to supply the lumber from which to 
build the new house of worship.

Santa Rosa Republican recently print­ 
ed the following : "It Is true that the 
story of this church building runs 
only a half a century, but it is equal­ 
ly true thnt when Jesus was bon) in 
Bethlehem of Judea the tree which 
furnished material for tills church was 
a promising young redwood.”
